Lawrence, Kan.—-It’s Homecoming here Saturday and 
the Nebraska Cornhuskers are hoping they can be more 
successful at the Kansas celebration than they were at 
their own a week ago in Lincoln. 
The Huskers, thin, green and badly-battered, will be 
seeking their 3rd win of the campaign and their first since 
a 7-6 nipping of Iowa Stale 5 weeks ago, when they tackle 
the Kansas Jayhawks at 1:30 p.m. Some 25,000 fans are 
expected to witness the battle. 
Jack Mitchell’s Jayhawks, riding a two-game winning 
streak, are favored by about 8 points in this traditional 
contest. 
Kansas will have such things as All-Big 8 Homer Floyd, 
Homecoming spirit, depth and experience working for 
them. Nebraska, on the other hand, will have to rely 
heavily on the Lawrence jinx to upset the dope bucket. 
The Huskers have lost here only 3 times since 1896 and 
only twice in this century, the last time in 1948. 
Kansas rates an edge in comparative scores by regis­ 
tering wins over Iowa State (7-0) and Kansas State (21-12) 
last week while NU was dumped 31-0 by Missouri. Nebraska 
just edged the Cyclones and fell to K-State, 23-6.
